Proposal to Spend 82,100,000 to En- |
larga Bullding Discussed.

Philadelphlans prominent In the political |

history of Pennsylvania are noncommital
in regard to the proposcd expenditure of
$2.100.000 to enlarge the State Capltal
Harrisburg and tha expenditure of $00,000
proposed for landscape gardening In the
Capitol Park  extension distriet None
knew any of the details of the propoped
chianges or had leard any mentlon of
such chnnges to be made at the time
the bullding was erected,

Hampton [. Caraon,
the Commeoenwenlth In the Capltol
Investigation, rald todny:

“The situntion in Harrisburg s doubt-
less almilar to that which existed In
Fhiladelphin after the completion of our
City Hall, At the time the bullding was
erecled every one thought thar 1t was
large enougn to meet the requirements
of thisn eity for all time, but with the
growth of the city and the gresatly in-
creamed number of municipal departments
(t wan woon found to be Inadequate,

“Thore ars At present @ number of de-
partments which are not located In the
Capltal at Harrisburg for this reason, As |
for the landscape grrdening, [ Dbelleve
that thers will be a great deal to be
necomplinhed, not only itn Improving the
grounds, but also In the tearing down of
ald bulldings.*

Ex-Governor Pennypacker sald that he
had heard nothing whatever of the pro-
posed changes, YWhen shown a news.
paper cllpping glving an account of them
he snfd: !

“For all I know the whole affalr majy
have been started by nawspapers or per-
sonk  Interested In strring up anothar |
scandal In connection with the Capltol."

William H. Berry, Collector of the Port
of Philadelphin, who was Instrumental In
starting the Capitol investigation, aald
that he could well understand that more
thati $4000.000 would be needed to enlarge
the bullding.

“It wasn't blg encugh even when first
completed.” he sald, "and I am not sur-
prised that steps are being taken to
remedy that fault now. As for the
money to be spent In beautifying and re-
palring the grounds, 1 do not think that
the sum suggested s unreasonable when
the scope of the work to be done ls con«
siderad,
